These votes shall be supervised by the City Clerk. Management and Union may each have 
one observer. The vote shall take place after union ratification on Wednesday, December 18, 
1996 at 9:00 a.m. in the City Clerk’s Office. The Parks Department vote will be conducted at 
the Parks Department Offices at a time to be set by the City Clerk. If a majority of the 
employees in a particular unit are unable to attend the scheduled vote, the vote shall be 
rescheduled by the City Clerk to a date and time at which a majority of the employees in the 
particular unit are available. 


It is agreed that those positions which vote to leave the bargaining unit shall be considered 
confidential employees as determined by City Ordinance G-16-92, except that if the Weights 
and Measures Unit votes out, the position shall be considered supervisory. 


A majority of those employees in a particular unit must vote to leave the bargaining unit 
before the particular unit is removed from the bargaining unit. If a majority of those 
employees in a particular unit vote to leave the bargaining unit, then the agreement shall be 
amended to delete the references to any positions removed from the bargaining unit.
